We are taking this opportunity 
of correcting something of an er­ 
roneous impression created by an 
article in this paper of last week’s 
issue. As a m atter of explanation 
let us say th at on the institution of 
the Community Dining Room, as an 
effort of the local Relief committee, 
Mr. Edwin Hogreve, 
a dairyman 
north of town, was very kind in 
donating and delivering a consid­ 
erable number of cans of milk to 
feed the hungry unfortunates. A ft­ 
er some continuation on his part 
of this very worthy effort, he was 
asked by Mrs. Boireau, 
who has 
charge of the dining rom, if it 
might be possible for him to deliver 
regularly, a can 
each 
day for 
which they would gladly pay $1.25 
per can. 
Mr. Hogreve, having a 
production of about 8 cans and able 
to sell only 534 cans as base, leav­ 
ing him about 2 J4 cans of surplus 
per day, not 24 cans as was errone­ 
ously stated in last week’s issue, 
and feeling that this was an out­ 
let for his milk .for a good cause 
and at a price comparable to the 
base price being received by our 
dairymen, Mr. Hogreve consented. 
Some false rumors were started 
among the other dairymen and be­ 
cause of these Mr. 
Hogreve ap­ 
proached Mr. Pohlman, the direct­ 
or of the Pure 
Milk Association, 
stating to him that he was receiv­ 
ing $1.25 per can and was advised 
by Mr. Pohlman that it was con­ 
trary to the rules of the Associa­ 
tion to sell milk at the base price 
to two dealers, whereupon Mr. Ho­ 
greve concluded that, to protect 
his m arket with his dairymen, he 
must refrain from bringing milk 
to the Community Dining room. 
It was on the basis of these facts, 
but not all the details, that the re­ 
cent article originated. 
Those in 
charge were uninformed in regard 
to the plans and methods of proce­ 
dure of the Milk Marketing Asso­ 
ciation. Mr. Barrett, the Farm Ad­ 
viser, who is fam iliar with those 
details was out of town. 
Follow7- 
ing the publication, the idea ex­ 
pressed 
being 
contrary 
to

thought of the Marketing Associa­ 
tion, a committee was called to­ 
gether on Saturday and upon the 
statement of facts from Mr. Pohl­ 
man, that there was not the slight­ 
est objection to Mr. Hogreve or any 
one else donating any quantity of 
milk that they desired: that there 
was not objection to Mr. Hogreve 
or anyone else selling his surplus 
at a surplus price and still further, 
there w7as no objection to those in 
charge of the dining room, paying 
Mr. Hogreve or any other farm er a 
reasonable sum for the delivery on 
top of the surplus price, the situa­ 
tion automatically 
cleared itself 
and certainly no one can take issue 
with the attitude of the Pure Milk 
Association, neither can they criti­ 
cise Mr. Hogreve, w7ho, in fact, has 
delivered as many 
cans without 
pay as he has delivered for pay. 
As a m atter of fact, though we 
feel the misunderstanding has been 
somewhat harmful 
to the Pure 
Milk Association and though it was 
somewhat embarrassing to Mr. Ho- 
S 
reve, that embarrassment has not 
een without some value and out 
of it all an arrangem ent has now 
been completed whereby Mr. Fess- 
ler, the local dairyman and local 
milk producer, has agreed to fur­ 
nish the necessary surplus milk at 
the surplus price which runs ap­ 
proximately 2c a quart and as his 
part of the contribution to the re­ 
lief work 
in 
Arlington Heights 
agrees to pasteurize that milk so 
that our children, being taken care 
of at the dining room, will now re­ 
ceive pasteurized milk instead of 
raw milk which was the case be­ 
fore. 
They are also receiving it at 
the minimum expense to the Relief 
committee and thank fortune are 
getting their quota of milk and ev­ 
en urged to drink more. 
This article of explanation has 
been written by the Farm Adviser, 
Mr. Barrett, who is acquainted with 
the efforts and

Pure Milk Association as well as 
farm ers in general, besides being 
on the Relief Committee of Arling­ 
ton Heights and with the approval 
of Mr. Hauff, the president of the 
Arlington Heights Relief Commit­ 
tee.

Advisory Committee Asks 
Clean-up and Strict 
Rules Hereafter 


“The 
stream s 
traversing the 
I' orest Preserves are putrid. 
The 
stench arising from them is nau­ 
seating. 
They are 
a menace to 
health, and a sickening eye-sore to 
observe. They must not remain in 
their present repelling condition.” 
So said George A. Hughes, chair­ 
man of the 
Cook 
County Clean 
Stream s Advisory committee con­ 
cerning the 75 miles of waters that 
are interwoven throughout the 34,- 
000 acres of the Forest Preserves. 
And because of these conditions, 
Emmett Whealan, president of the 
Forest Preserve commissioners, es­ 
tablished the Clean Stream s Advis­ 
ory committee to make a survey to 
ascertain sources of pollution with 
the objective of eliminating them. 
Engineers supplied by the State 
»Sanitary W ater Board, working in 
conjunction with 
officials of the 
Forest Preserve district, and un- 
, der their direction, have been en­ 
gaged for months in making a min­ 
ute and detailed survey. 
A preliminary report accompan­ 
ied by resolutions and recommend- 
aii as v»s been submitted by the 
Clean Streams Advisory committee 
to President Whealan and members 
of the County Board for action by 
the 
commissioners. 
The 
report 
urges the State 
Sanitary Water 
Board, which body possesses full 
•r -aver to bring aboPt the necessary 
changes to eliminate water pollu­ 
tion by directing municipal govern­ 
ments in the state, to construct 
adequate sewage systems, to “exer­ 
cise its duties and its powers so 
that all sewer systems in the fu­ 
ture to be installed or maintained in 
the drainage basins of all streams

It must be Charity when Chicago Busi­ 
ness Interests plead with the Public to buy 
Chicago-made products to aid Chicago Bus­ 
iness! 
Certain, all these are Charity, if the doc­ 
trine of Independent Trade is to .be so clas­ 
sified! 


IN THE MATTER OF T A X E S :------- 
There is the Tax Matter which must be 
considered.

When one considers the position of ad­
